TURK ULTIMATUM 


SENT TO GREECE 


Porte Formally Demands 
Written Declaration of Non- 
interference in Cretan 
Affairs. 


BACKED UP BY A THREAT. 


Notice. Is Given That Refusal 
Would Mean Severance of 
Diplomatic Relations 
with Athens. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Aug. 6—The porte 
has sent a note to Greece demanding a forma! 
declaration by that country of noninterfer- 
ence in Cretan affairs. 

In the event of a refusal to accede to the 
demand, Turkey will break off diplomatic 
relations with Greece. 

Crete was evacuated by the international 
troops on July 26, and the following day the 
Greek has was run up at the fortress and 
the militia barfacks at Canea, the capital of 
the island. The Cretans lost no time in test- 
ing the disposition of the powers, which had 
promised Turkey that they would -protect 
the porte’s suzereignty. 

Since then there has been continuous un- 
rest on the island. 


Washington Thinks Trouble Is Grave. 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 6.—Apprehension 
of serious trouble between Turkey and Greece 
is conveyed in telegrams received by the state 
departmnt today from Athens. 

The Macedonian and Cretan situation is 
referred to in these communications as ex- 
ceedingly grave. 


UNREST IN CRETE. 

Representatives of England, France, Italy, 
and Russia, under whose protection an au- 
tonomousiy working and tranqullizing gov- 
ernment has been developed gradually, with- 
drew their troops from Crete recently. In 
anticipation of this evacuation the Cretan 
population demanded union with Greece and 
the Turkish government demanded the 
restoration of Turkish suzerainty as it ob- 
tained on the island before the Greeco-Turk- 
ish war of 1897. Both the Cretans and the 
Turkish government asked the four powers 
concerned to maintain for a while the status 
quo until the matter could be settled with 
justice to all. Nevertheless these powers 
withdrew. 

The powers conscientiously observed their 
agreement made with the old Turkish gov- 
erument in 1898, and have discouraged from 
time to time formal attempts of the Cretans 
to unite with Greece. On the other hand, 
they did not discourage academic or popular 
expressions of the Cretan ambition. 


Under George of Greece. 


The representative of the powers on the 
island as high commissioner from 1898 until 
1906 was Prince George of Greece. The sec- 
ond high commissioner was Alexander Zal- 
nris, former prime minister of Greece. 

King George was allowed the privilege of 
nominating high commissioners. 

In 1890 the powers withdrew the interna- 
tional police anq replaced them by Cretans 
under Italian officers. In 1906 they allowed 
those officers to be replaced by Greeks, whoa 
organized a regular military system. Dur- 
ing the last ten months justice on the isiand 
has been administered in the name of the 
king of Greece, and contested cases have 
been sent to the court of appeals at Athens. 

The word Hellas has been printed on 
Cretan stamps and Cretan office holders have 
been required to take the official oath to the 
king of the Hellenes. 

On July 27 the Greek flag was raised over 
al) public offices om the island. 


Powers Bow to Sentiment. 


In permitting these things the powers have 
sympathized with the sentiment of a large 
majority of the island population, and have 
consistently turned a deaf ear to remon- 
strances of the ever diminishing Musselman 
minority. They also have ignored the pos- 
sibility that the new Young Turk govern- 
ment at Constantinople might Be in a posi- 
tion to question their sincerity—a position 
never conceivable under Abdul Hamid. This 
oversight is now bearing fruit. 

Turkey, with forma) promises of a just and 
equable sugerainty, will attempt to restore 
the Turkish garrisons and the Turkish flag. 
The Cretans will repel this restoration, 
probably by¢orce of arms. The situation of 
twelve years ago seems about to be resur- 
rected with the natural intervention of 
Greece, and the ultimate intervention of the 
powers. 0 

France, Italy, and Russia must now deal 
with the constitutional government of mod- 
ern Turkey, strongly backed by German and 
Austrian sympathy. 


ADOLPHUS BUSCH NEAR DEATH? 


Cablegram Published in St. Louis Says 
Brewer Is Critically Ill in 
Europe. 


St. Louls, Mo., Aug. 6.—[{Special.]—A cable- 
gram from Paris was published here this 
afternoon announcing that Adolphus Busch, 
president of the Anheuser-Busch Brewing as- 
sociation of St. Louis, who has been ill for 
some time, was unable, to take his usual cure 
at Carlsbad and had been removed to his 
German home, Villla Lili, at Lange Schal- 
beck, near Mayence, Germany. 

The cablegram said the following telegram 
had been received by Conrad Uhl, proprietor 
of the Hotel Bristol at Berlin: 

“ Adolphus Busch critically III. 
will get back to America.“ 

Early last month when Busch celebrated 
his seventy-sixth birthday at Carlsbad the 
grand duke of Hesse conferred upon him the 
title of commercial counselor. 

None of the Busch family is in St. Louis and 
none of the brewery’s officials had heard of 
Mr. Busch’s serious illness, they said.

SHOT FROM DEPTHS 70 SAFETY 


Midshipman Leaves Submarine 
by Way of Torpedo Tube. 


STARTS | AT BAY’S BOTTOM. 


— 


Daring Officer Enters Water Seventy 
Feet Below Surface, 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 4 [Special. 
The navy department has received a report 
of a notable performance by Midshipman 
Kenneth Whiting, in command of the sub- 
marine Porpoise, now at Manila. For the 
purpose of demonstrating the possibility of 
an escape from a submerged submarine 
through a torpedo tube Midshipman Whit- 
ing, who is an expert swimmer, had his vees- 
sel lowered to the bottom of the bay near 
Cavite, 

Far under the water, probably sixty or 
seventy feet, Whiting crawled into the tor- 
pedo tube. The end of the tube in the boat 
was closed behind him. The tube in a sub- 
marine is closed or opened on the outside 
by a port, which is moved by powerful ma- 
chinery within the boat. 


Great Pressure Is Needed. 

When under the water there isa great pres- 
sure against the port cover, and it takes a lot 
of power to make it swing out and upwards. 
When it does swing there is a great inrush 
of water, filling the tube as the torpedo flies 
out. 

Whiting within the tube got a hold on the 
port. The officers inside the vessel turned on 
the power and the port was swung out. Whit- 
ing went with K, cleared himself of the tor- 
pedo tube, and then let go, fying upward to 
the surface of the water. According to the 
officers it was a great feat. a 


Argue Value of Experiment. 

Whether or not this demonstration ever 
will prove of value la a question whicl now 
is being arguedi In any event that men tried 
to escape in this manner in case of a real 
accident, one man certainly would be los® as 
the plan could not be carried through unless 
some one remained inside the vessel to 
operate the port. It would be impossible for 
a man to crawl into the tube, close it after 
him, and then force open the port by hand. 

Midshipman Whiting’s experiment sug- 
gests, however, some device of a similar na- 
ture into which men might crawl, closing the 
opening behind them, then, from the inside 
of such a tube, open the port.

Court Orders Zion City Overseer to Pay

Wilbur Glenn ,Voliva! of Zion City, succes< 
sor to the late John Alexander Dowie as 
overseer of the Christian Catholic Apostolic 
church, may be imprisoned in Lake county 
jailin a few days.

Former Jurist, Twice Victim 
of Mental Lapses, Discov- 
ered in Sabula, Ia., 
Button Factory. 


STARTS HOMEWARD TRIP. 


Joy in Kenosha Following Suc- 
cessful Search by Friend; 
Strange Story of 

. Wanderings. 


. 


Former Judge Joseph R. Clarkson of 
Kenosha, the missing man with a “ dua! per- 
sonality,” was found yesterday by his friend. 
John Burns, working as a common laborer in 
a button factory at Sabula, Ia. He was 
known there as John Paul. 

The coming of his friend Burns brought a 
return of consciousness of his own identity 
to the clouded brain of the ex- -jurist, and as 
in the case of his former disappearance eight- 
een years ago, his memory became clear, not 
alone as to things connected with his real 
existence, but also—strangely enough—as to 
the things he had done and the places he had 
visited since July 14—the date of his second 
disappearance—while laboring under hallu- 
cination that he was another personality. 

Mr. Burns walked into the factory of the 
Iroquois Pearl Button company at Sabula 
yesterday morning, and finding Clarkson 
working et a machine, cutting buttons 
out of clam shells, he addressed him by his 
right name. Immediately Mr. Clarkson rec- 
ognized his name and his friend, and was 
overjoyed at being discovered. There wasno 
scene, no appearance of weakness, the return 
of memory coming without any visible effect. 
The two men took the first train out of Sa- 
bule. Clarkson’s wife and. mother, who 
had almost despaired of ever seeing him 
again, were overcome with the excess of their 
4 when the newe of his discovery reached 
them. 


Kenosha Friends Disappointed. 

Several hundred friends of Mr. Clarkson 
were at the Northwestern station in Kenosha 
when the train arrived from Chicago at 11:40 
o'clock in the evening, and it was fully 
expected the former jurist and Mr. Burhs 
would arrive at that time. Neither was on 
the train, however, and it was beliey ed the 
two men remained in Chicago during the 
night in order to avoid publicity. 

Attorney James Cavanagh, who has been 
one of the leaders in the hunt for Clarkson, 
also was at the station, and apparently was 
disappointed when the former judge did not 
arrive. 

“TI don’t know anything about it,“ said 
Cavanagh, angrily. “I expected them on 
this train, but I guess they will come when 
they get good and ready.“ 

Mrs. Clarkson and a number of her women’ 
friends waited at the family residence until 
they were notified that Mr. Clarkson had not 
arrived. The wife burst into tears when she 
was told her husband had not returned. It 
is expected, however, that Mr. Clarkson wil! 
arrive in Kenosha today. 


Doubles on Old Route. 


The wanderings of Mr. Clarkson during 
his present aberration have included much 
of the same ground that he covered when 
he disappeared from Honey Creek Lake, Ia. 
in 1892. In fact it was partly due to that 
fact that he was found this time, for a 
farmer named L. A. Haynes, who lives near 
Sabula, recognized him on July 26, when he 
came to the farm asking for food and work, 
as a man who had worked for him a short 
time eighteen years ago under the name of 
Doolittle. 

A few days later, Haynes saw the picture 
of Clarkson in a Chicago paper, and imme- 
diately recognized it as the man who had 
applied to him for work, and whom he for- 
merly knew as Doolittle. He did not know 
that Clarksén had gone to Sabula and was 
working there, but he wrote to the former 
jurist’s relatives at Kenosha, informing them 
that he had been at his place on July 26. 

Mr. Burns, who has devoted most of his 
time to searching for his friend since his 
disappearance on July 14, immediately went 
to see Haynes, and succeeded in tracing the 
missing lawyer to the button factory at Sa- 
bula. 


Marked Man, So Is Recognized. 


When Mr. Clarkson applied to Mr. Haynes 
for work a week ago last Monday, the farmer 
immediately recognized him, as the man who 
had worked not only for him but also for 
several other farmers in that locality eight- 
een years ago: He was a marked man inthe 
commounity on account of his apparent cul- 
ture, which was incongruous with his seedy 
appearance and desire for menial tasks.

Maloney recognized from his conversation 
that he was a man of unusual attainments, 
but on account of his poor clothes and gen- 
eral appearance he put him down as one of 
the great fellowship of fallures.“ 

Maloney invited the stranger to his table 
to eat his meal, but this coyrtesy was re- 
fused, Mr. Clarkson excusing himself on the 
score of his personal appearance and taking 
the meal that was given him seated on the 
back steps. 

After eating he called Maloney out again 
and insisted that he be allowed to do some 
work in payment for the meal. He seemed 
so anxious to get work that Maloney finally 
told him he would assist him to get a per- 
manent position and in the meantime of- 
fered to keep him at his house.

The next move of the 9,000 employés of 
Chicago's big traction companies who have 
voted for a strike will be a conference thig 
morning in the office of President T. E 
Mitten of the City railway. 

Attending will be a joint committee of the 
employés, representing the union divisions . 
of two and perhaps three of the companies 
involved, and representatives of other south 
side traction lines. President John M. Roach 
of the Chicago Railways company may 
be present, according to the lineup last nigbt. 
The conference is looked upon as affording a 
chance for the settlement of the difficulty by 
means of a compromise agreement. 

The arrangement to meet in Mr. Mitten’s 
office and try the solution of the trouble over 
the wage scale as soon as posaible was con- 
sumated late in the day. The union men 
scheduled to be present include President 
Thomas Quinlan of division 241 of the union, 
representing the employés of the Chicago 
Railways company, and M. C. Buckley, presi- 
dent of division 260, representing the em- 
ployés of the Chicago City railway—Mpr, 
Mitten's company. 


Others Also May Attend. 

Other union men are expected to be prem 
ent at the meeting, and probably other rep- 
resentatives of the City railway. and perhaps 
the Railways company. 

Union officials declined to commit them- 
selves as to which side mace the advance, 
but some well informed individuals in con- 
nection with the difficulty said President 
B. A. Carter of the South Chicago and Caly- 
met employés carried the message which will 
bring the disputing parties to the glass 
topped table in Mr. Mitten's office. Mr. Car- 
ter, previous to the joint meeting of union 
officials which agreed te meet Mr. Mitten 
this morning, had engaged in a conference 
with Mr. Mitten in reference to affairs in the 
South Chicago! locality. 

Chairman Shadley of the state board of 
arbitration stated that he believed a settle- 
ment would be reached at the meeting.

Chicago next Monday nigh:. 


Calumet Factor Important. 

The South Chicago and Calumet division of 
employés, comparatively speaking, is a small 
one, but its possible importance as a factor 
for peace or strife admittedly isgreat. Some 
of the employés of. the southern line think 
the two big divisions to the north of them 
are using the South Chicago and Calumet 
line solely for strategic purposes and will 
ignore it once it has served their purpose. 

On this theory they are urging that the 
negotiations of the division with Mr. Mitten, 
‘which proceeded swimmingly yesterday. be 
rushed to a result mutually satisfactory to 
them and to Mr. Mitten, while the men of 

e big companies fight their own battles, 

ving the men of the southern line to en- 
joy their own melon and await a share in 
the melons of their big neighbors if the latter 
win any. 

The alternative is one equivalent to putting 
pebbles in the shoes of peace. The leaders 
in the two big union divisions of the city are 
seeking to bind the South Chicago and Calu- 
met representatives to stand firmly with 
them and decline to cOnsummate an inde- 
pendent agreement with Mr. Mitten. 

In the meantime Mr. Mitten's auditor is 
preparing figures for the purpose of deter- 
mining in what proportionate way it may be 
practicable for the pay of the South Chi- 
cago and Calumet men to begin an upward 
flight. In this way Mr. Mitten and the two 
pig unions have embarked in a game of 
which the favor of the South Chicago and 
Calumet division of the union forme the 


prize. 


First Meeting Coneiliatory.“ 

The executive committee ot the South Chi- 
cago and Calumet division described an in- 
tervlew it had with Mr. Mitten during the 
day as “ conciliatery ’’ and arranged to see 
Mr. Mitten again this morning to look over 
the figures being preparéd by the auditor.

Offer by State Board. 


The state board of arbitration made its 
definite proffer of its good offices through 
Chairman Een F. Shadley and Member Har- 
ry M. Powell to Mr. Mitten. An attempt to 
make a similar personal proffer to the offi- 
clals of the street car employés was inef- 
fectual because no meeting could be ar- 
ranged with the union leaders. 

President Mitten on behalf of the south side 
company thanked Chairman Shadley and 
Mr. Powell and said he would lay the matter 
before the directors of the company this 
morning. The same tone of information 
reached the arbitrators from President 
Roach of the Chicago Railways company. 
J am much more hopeful that there will 
be an amicable adjustment of differences be- 
tween the companies and the men than I 
have been at any time since I have been 
in touch with the situation,“ said Chairman 
Shadley. 

Mr. Powell returned to Peoria at night and 
Chairman Shadley will go to Galesburg to- 
night, expecting to return to Chicago to- 
morrow. 

C. J. Doyle, the secretary of the board, is 
expected to arrive in Chicago tomorrow 
night. 

Acting Chief Schuettler’s conference of 
police inspectors will be to ascertain how 
many men can be mobilized for strike duty 
if the necessity comes. One question to be 
settled finally—and probably the answer will 


de in the affirmative—will be the necessity 
“of swearing in 500 or 600 additional men from 


the civil service eligible lists as soon as 
trouble is sighted. Beyond that lies the de- 
termination of how many men can be taken 
from regular duty. 

Four hundred of the 500 patrolmen now 
traveling in plain clothes would be ordered 
back in uniform, and it is estimated that 
seven inspectors, sixteen captains, 60 lieu- 
tenants, and 140. patrol sergeants could be 
called in at once. About 1,900 men now are 
traveling beat, and in an extremity 1,500 
could be used for strike duty. In addition, 
at st 500 of the men now on “ soft snaps ” 
— jal duty — could be transferred to strike 
work. 

Such a plan, it is estimated, will give the 
city the largest number of policemen ever 
available for any strike. But, it was de- 
clared, the total of more than 3,000 would be 
none too many at the@pening of the strike, 
as the entire city might be tied up.“ and 
all districts subject to outbreaks and riots. 


Schuettler to Be Ready. 


“We will be ready for a strike although 
we do not think there is any possibility of 
one, said Schuettler. and in any event 
the test of our strength will show us just 
where we stand in case of necessity and will 
be of value in that way. 

We probably will not pass on some im- 
portant questions, such as whether we shall 
put men on the cars, as we wish to know 
the mayor’s wishes in those matters before 
the exact lines are laid down.“ 

No city official was brought into the strike 
discussion in any other way during the day. 
It had been thought that, with the result 
of the employes’ vote known, some of the 
labor leaders might call on Walter L. Fisher, 
special traction counsel, to present their case 
to him with an idea that he would advise 
them and act as a representative of the city 
in the case. : 
None of them came, to see me.“ sald Mr. 
Fisher, and I regard even that as a reason 
for greater belief that there will be no strike. 
To me it indicates that they feel sure of set- 
tling their own troubles. If the approach

Agree on Federal Patronage. 


At a conference between Senators Cullom 
and Lorimer, held in Washington yesterday, 
it was agreed that Senator Lorimer, as a 
rule, will have the disposition of federa! 
offices in the northern part of the state, and 
Senator Cullom will recommend appoint- 
ments downstate. Each senator, however, 
will expect to make recommendations or ad- 
vance claims of a friend in the other's terri- 
tory whenever he sees fit. Concerning the 
big federal plums at Chicago, such as the 
collectorship of customs, the United States 
district attorneyship. and the offices of the 
port, it appears likely that Senator Cullom 
and Senator Lorimer will agree upon whom 
they are to recommend before broaching 
such matters to the president. 

The two senators agreed that the specific 
matter of patronage should not be touched 
until they are ready to open up the whole sub- 
ject and agree upon officials all along the 
line, both in offices where terms have expired 
and where they are to end within a few 
months. Therefore Chicago federal officials 
who have been shying at the beheading 
block may rest easy until winter approaches 
and the senators again gather at Washing- 
ton. Senator Cullom departed from Wash- 
ington for Atlantic City in the afternoon. 
Senator Lorimer is expected to arrive in Chi- 
cago this morning.

RICH MAN’S ODD BEHAVIOR 
LANDS HIM IN SANITARIUM. 


Harry A. Norton of Norwich, Conn., Be- 
stows Gifts on Young Women and 
His Wife Takes Action. 


Norwich, Conn., Aug. 6.—[{Special. ]—Harry 
A. Norton, a scion of one of the most wealthy 
and influential families in eastern Connecti- 
cut, has for many months acted in a pecullar 
manner, and his actions caused much com- 
ment. 

His wife is an heiress to part of the 83. 
000,000 estate left by Stephen Roath, who was 
one of the first packers in Chicago. She has 
caused Norton to be sent to a sanitarium for 
the second time. 

About a year ago Norton’s actions first at- 
tracted attention. In his carriage many 
times in the afternoon was a young woman 
on whom he bestowed all kinds g gifts. 

Although his wife, to whom he had beea 
married twenty-five years, urged him to give 
up the girl, he rode out more often, and when 
she bought an automobile he went driving in 
this. Then he was persuaded to go to a pri- 
vate sanitarium. There Norton remained for 
more than a month. 

Displeased by the action of his wife in per- 
mitting his release, her relatives all refused 
to recognize her. About seven weeks ago 
Norton again started to act queerly. A sales- 
girl in a department store received many 
gifts. She wondered who sent them. Finally 
one day Norton met her on a street and de- 
She slapped him in the face

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was agreeable, talked well but repulsed any 
attempts on the part of his host to inquire 
into his past life. 

He told a scrap here and a scrap there of 
his wanderings, but nothing in his conversa- 
tion led any one to believe that he was any- 
thing other than a man of education who 
had for some reason or other lost out in the 
battle with life. 


Takes Delight Making Buttons. 


Last Saturday he applied for a position at 
the Iroquois pearl button factory, giving the 
name again as John Paul. He was success- 
ful and was given a machine, and started to 
work at once. Apparently he took the keen- 
est delight in learning the trade, and was 
accounted a good prospective workman. by 
the superintendent. He worked continuously 
and enthusiastically during the six days 
that he was there. 

Mr. Burns, after consulting with Haynes. 
started out to follow Mr. Clarkson's trail. 
It took him nearly a week to find him, and 
most of the time was spent searching on the 
farms around Sabula, it being considered 
most probable that he would choose farm 
work, as that seemed to be most to his lik- 
ing. However, yesterday he traced him to 
the button factory, and, going inside, stood 
beside him at his machine and called him 
by name. 

Clarkson looked up from his work; noted 
his friend, called him by name, and then. 
with startling suddenness, his memory of 
former things returned, and his first inquiry 
was for his wife and mother. Being assured 
fhat they were bearing up bravely under the 
strain of his disappearance, he expressed the 
desire to go home at once, but before leaving 
the factory he called together his fellow 
workmen and made them a little speech, 
telling them something of how he happened 
to come into their midst. 


Takes Tools; Boards Train. 

He then went to the Maloney house to 
thank the family for kindness in taking him 
in, and called up Haynes on the telephone 
to thank him for putting his relatives on his 
track. Then, taking as his only baggage the 
tools that he had worked with at the factory, 
which he said he would always cherish as 
souvenirs, he and Mr. Burns boarded the 
train for Kenosha. During the time he had 
worked at the factory he had earned a trifle 
over $2. 

No details of the finding of Mr. Clarkson 
were given to the family in the simple tele- 
gram announcing that he was found. All 
that was stated was that he was well and 
Happy and anxious to get home. 

The news caused great rejoicing in Keno- 
sha, where Mr. Clarkson has hundreds of 
close friends, a number of whom took the 
“news to his wife and mother. 


History Repeats Itself. 

History repeats itself in this the second dis- 
appearance of Mr. Clarkson. While he has 
had several lapses of memory, only twice in 
his life has he taken on another personality 
than his own and wandered out toa life apart 
from his friends and family and entirely dif- 
ferent from his ordinary mode of living or his 
usual pursults. 

On July 14 he tried a case in the court at 
Kenosha in the morning and spent the after- 
noon at his office es usual. In the evening 
his family being away on an automobile trip 
in Minnesota, he went downtown and had a 


than himself. It was eighteen vears ago that 
he started from Omaha for a hunting and 
fishing trip to Honey Creek Lake, Ia. Before 
going he purchased a rough suit of clothes 
to wear, and it was said that he had his 
peard shaved off, too, although this time ne 
did not go to that extent to disguise himself. 

He told the story after the return from 
his former excursion into the realm of his 
other self of having been seized suddenly 
with the hallucination while standing on 
the borders of Honey Creek Lake that he 
was Bud Ransom, an old schoolmate of his, 
and that he must travel. 

He never did explain how it happened that 
he left the clothes which he wore away 
from home on the banks of the lake and set 
a boat adrift to indicate that he had been 
drowned, but the facts are that the boat was 
found, and so were the clothes, but, though 
the lake was dragged, his body was not 
found. 


Hides in a Box Car. 


Having become imbued with the idea that 
the was Bud Ransom, he said he had secreted 
himself beside the railroad track, where he 
knew freight trains slowed up, and got 
aboard the first’ train that came along and 
hid himself in a box car, where he went to 
sleep. Waking in the early morning, he dis- 
covered that he was in Marshalltown,Ia. He 
rode on the’ train a little wayc out in the 
country and dropping off the train, stopped at 
a farmhouse for something to eat. He was 
given work in the fields, it being harvest 
time, and remained there until he had 
earned $25. 

With this money in his pocket he moved 
on to Cedar Rapids, where he again sought 
the surrounding farms and got jobs mowing 
hay until he had earned $100 more. It being 
then late in the fall and past the harvest time. 
Clarkson, still believing himself to be Bud 
Ransom, went north to the Wisconsin woods 
and got a job in a logging camp, where he 
remained until the last of December. 

For some reason or other, he went back to 
Clinton, Ia, from Wisconsin and secured 
work in a Idmber yard, pushing lumber, and 
it was while employed at this work—tn fact, 
while he was in the act of pushing a piece 
of lumber on to a cart—that he suddenly 
awoke to the fact that he was not Bud Ran- 
som, but none other than Joe Clarkson. 

Having -made this startling discovery, all 
memory returned to him and he recollected 
just how he left nome, and all about his fam- 
ily, position, and friends. He went to the 
office and got his time, and took the first train 
back to Omaha, going immediately to his 
uncle's office. 


Recalled Every Detail. 


“Tt was absolutely the first time in all 
the five months that I had ary idea that 
I was not Bud Ransom, he told his uncle. 
My memory is absolutely clear as to what 
I did while laboring under that delusion. and 
aside from earning my living in an unusual 
manner, my habits were all right and not 
much different from ordinary.’’ 

Mr. Clarkson's disappearance last month 
of course recalled that former case, but rela- 
tives thought he probably had wandered 
away on foot. He is a deeply religious man., 
and for a number of years has been a lay 
reader in the Episcopal church. Mrs. Clark- 
son thought he might havegwandered off 
while in deep meditation on religious sub- 
jects, and his friends rallied to her support 


and went out in large searching parties to 


cover every porticn of the north shore, from 
Milwaukee to Chice g.

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DEMANDS TRIAL OF CAMPBELL 


Ald. Emerson Asks Prosecution 
of Building Commissioner, 


CHARGES LAW IS IGNORED. 


Calls Attention of Wayman’s Office to 
Certain Permits, 


1 


Prosecution of Murdoch Campbell, city 
building commissioner, has been sought by 
Ald. John R. Emerson of the Eighth ward, 
whose attorney today will resume an effort 
to have the state’s attorney take up the 
charges he has made against the official. 

L. W. Carpenter, a South Chicago lawyer 
retained by Ald. Emerson, went to the Crim- 
inal court building yesterday and in the ab- 
sence of State’s Attorney Wayman present- 
ed to an assistant, William E. Lundgren, 
the charges against the commissioner, which 
have aroused the alderman during the last 
two days. 

No opportunity for hearing all the evidence 
offered, but Attorney Carpenter was told to 
return this morning to prove what he called 
the willful violation of the building code by 
Campbell in the issuance of permits for frame 
bulldings within the fire limits of South Chi- 
cago. He will demand prosecution on 
charges of misfeasance in office, beginning 
with a presentation of the evidence to the 
September grand jury. 

Does Not Appease Alderman. 


Mr. Campbell, in accordance with the rec- 
ommendations of an opinion given him by 
Howard W. Hayes, assistant corporation 
counsel, ordered all operations on the three 
buildings begun under the faulty permits 
stopped at once, but this did not check the 
activity of Ald. Emerson, who had grown 
incensed at the part of hic colleague, Ald. 
John H. Jones, in the issuance of the per- 
mits. . 

„It makes no difference to me whether he 
stops the work now or not,” said Ald. Emer- 
son, “so far as his culpability in the matter 
is concerned. Both he ang Ald. Jones knew 
it was a violation of the city code to give 
permits for frame buildings in that district. 
I don’t care what was the intent of Ald. Jones 
in having the new district established— 
whether he wanted it an absolute fire dis- 
trict or a provisional one—the fact remains 
that the ordinance made it an absolute fire 
district without any compromises. 

„Has the building commissioner a right to 
interpret the intent of a framer of an ordi- 
nance when it is printed in black and white 
before him This shall not be? Has he the 
right to go ahead then and say, ‘ This may be 
because the man who had that ordinance 
passed didn't intend to make it so drastic’ ? 


Calls It Willful Violation. 


“Knowingly and wiilfully the commis- 
sioner violated the law. It makes no dif- 
ference whether he had been told that an 
effort was to be made to have the law 
changed. It was a law, and a law cannot be 
violated with impunity.”’ 

“J have given my client an opinion that 
the action of the bullding commissioner con- 
stituted misfeasance in office,’’ said Attorney 
Carpenter, and he has directed me to make 
every effort to have the offense punished. I 
see no reason why it should not go before the 
next grand jury, and I believe it will.” 

Assistant State’s Attorney Lundgren said 
the entire case had not been presented to him 
and tbat the final decision whether it would 
go before the grand jury probably would rest 
with State’s Attorney Wayman. 

When he was told of the force with which 
the attack against him had been pushed Mr. 
Campbell said that he would make no state- 
ment concerning the case. 

Launches Plan for New Market. 

Ald. Herman J. Bauler of the Twenty-sec- 
ond ward has launched a plan for a new mar- 
ket similar to that of South Water street to 
be established in East Chicago avenue be- 
tween the river and Wells street or between 
the river and Clark street. He argues that 
the street can be made fully wide enough for 
the purpose, that the property is suitcbie, 
that the transportation facilities are excel- 
lent, and that relief for South Water street 
must be provided in the near future.

MAY BE OFFERED FOR SALE. 


Grewsome Consignment to H. W. 
Kleeb Remains Uncalled For, 


A supposed mummy having the appearance 
of the embalmed body of an Indian squaw 
and her papoose was found yesterday by 
employés of the Chicago and Northwestern 
railway when a rough pine box was opened 
at the warehouse for unclaimed freight, 260 
East Kinzie street. 

The box and its contents have been in the 
possession of the railway company since 
March 9, 1908, when it was shipped by J. E. 
Fisher at Los Angeles to H. W. Kleeb at 
Battle Creek, Ia. No one ever appeared to 
claim the property and it was sent to Chicago 
where it will be sold unless the owner ap- 
pears. 

George E. Davis, agent in charge of the 
warehouse, was dumfounded when he opened 
the pine box and saw a ghastly face and 
form weathered by age. He told other em- 
ployés of his find and then reported it to 
Claim Agent Richards at the company’s gen- 
eral offices. 


Shipped as “Papier Mache.” 

The records were examined and showed 
that the shipment was made as one box 
papler maché.“ 

The mummy looks to be genuine and 
might be thousands of years old,“ said Mr. 
Davis. It it is an imitation, it is one of the 
best I ever saw.” 

The figure represents an Indian woman 
nearly 6 feet tall and fragments of frayed 
and weathered rawhide are wound about it. 
On portions of the figure bones project 
through their covering and a set of regular 
teeth appear in the mouth. In the box were 
also a number of stone hatchets and axes, 


Efforts to Find the Owner. 


A thorough examination of the records in 
the claim office of the company revealed the 
fact that the box had been opened before at 
Battle Creek and a search made to find the 
shipper, but neither the consignor nor con- 
signee could be found. Mail addressed to J. 
E. Fisher at Los Angeles was returned un- 
opened from the postoffice at that place. 

The box containing the mummy arrived in 
Chicago Tuesday morning. It was opened 
because of its suspiciously odd shape and 
light weight. It will be held at the warehouse 
six months and if no claimant appears it will 
be sold at auction.

REPORT ON CAR ACCIDENTS. 


Twenty Persons Killed and 253 In- 
jured on Traction Lines in Chi- 
cago During Month of July. 


Under a rule made several weeks ago by 
Mayor Busse to keep the city informed as to 
the number and nature of the street car acci- 
dents in Chicago, City Attorney John R. 
Caverly made his first monthly report yes- 
terday. It shows there were 234 accidents 
during the month of July, in which 20 persons 
were killed and 253 injured. Of the injured 
persons 70 were females, 40 were children 
under 15 years old, seven were policemen, and 
one a fireman. 

Six of the accidents were collisions with 
automobiles and 49 were collisions with other 
vehicles. Five horses were killed. Two per- 
sons, both employés, were injured on ele- 
vated trains. 

Twenty-five of the accidents were on th« 
north side, sixty on the northwest side, thirty- 
eight on the west side, sixty-four on the 
southwest side, nineteen within the loop, and 
forty-seven on the south side outside the loop. 
There were 198 accidents between noon and 
midnight and 55 between midnight and noon 


SELLS PROPERTY IN CHICAGO. 


W. H. Marker’s Transfer, However, 
Said to Have Wo Connection with 
Tipton Banker’s Troubles. 


Among the real estate transfers filed for 
record yesterday was a deed by which 
Wiliam H. Marker of Tipton, Ind., trans- 
ferred to Edward W. Shirk the property at 
Lake Park place and Michigan boulevard 
for $40,000. 

Mr. Shirk said last night that the transfer 
had no connection whatever with the difi- 
culties of Noah R. Marker, the Tipton bank 
cashier, alleged to be a defaulter. The 
cashier, who was charged with having taken 
$60 000 of the bank’s money. returned to Tip- 
ton a few days ago to face his accusers.

Detective Says Alleged Safeblow- 
er Secreted Nitroglycerin. 


POLICE FEAR AN EXPLOSION. 


Rubber Sack Contains Enough Force 
to Wreck Big Building. 


Police of the Desplaines street station be- 
lieve a rubber bag containing enough nitro- 
glycerin to wreck a large building is hidden 
in a rooming house or some other place in 
the district boundea by Carpenter, Sanga- 
mon, West Randolph, and West Madison 
streets. They fear some one who is ignorant 
of the contents of the bag may find it and an 
explosion may cause damage and possibly 
loss of life. 

The explosive, the police assert, was hid- 
den by Daniel Anderson, one of three alleged 
safeblowers who are under arrest. Joseph 
Gordon and Joseph Bowman were arrested 
in front of Sing Lee’s restaurant, Morgan 
and West Randolph streets, as they were 
preparing to rob it, according to Detective 
Barry, who made the capture. 


Prisoners Are Disarmed. 

‘The men also intended, according to De- 
tective Barry, to blow open the safe of the 
Globe laundry, Morgan street and West 
Jackson boulevard. While the men were 
waiting outside the Chinese restaurant, De- 
tective Barry arrested them after disarming 
them. 

All three carried revolvers, and in Bow- 
man's possession the police found half of a 
saw such as is used by burglars and safe 
blowers. 

Anderson, Detective Barry says, had a pre- 
monition that something would happen to 
him while waiting near the restaurant, and 
left his friends and secreted the bag contain- 
ing the explosive. He returned, and then 
all three were taken info custody. 


Suspicious Saw Identified. 

The saw found on Bowman was identified 
yesterday by Ernest Schalk, a clerk em- 
ployed by Charlee A. Nissell, 73 Fullerton 
avenue, a hardware merchant, as one he 
had sold to him. 

We are in dread that some person may 
find the innocent looking rubber bag to which 
is attached caps to cause the explosion and, 
not knowing the danger, may set it off, said 
Detective Barry last night. We were un- 
able to learn where Anderson roomed and 
he may have hidden it there. When he fails 
to return the owner of the place may toss 
the bag out of the window and cause an 
explosion.”’

STARTS LIVELY DISCUSSION, 


Attorney Says Statute Should Read 
Practicing „and“ Permitting. 


The city ordinance of 1907 may be inveall- 
dated and spiritualism as a profession and 
@ religion may be put out of business by the 
“ careless, incorrect, unhistorical, unrhetori- 
cal, and unjudicial ’ use of the “ conjunctive 
and“ and the “ disjunctive or.” 

Indeed, these two small connectives came 
into puch a glare of conspicuouaness in Judge 
Walker's court yesterday as seldom falls to 
the experience of words of leas than three 
syllables. 

James Payne, a negro, and seventeen other 
negroes, alleged spiritualists, on trial by the 
city on charges of fraudulent prectice of 
spiritualism, gravely listened to a discussion 
of the judicial values of these inoffensive 
seeming connectives. — 


Cites Many Authorities. 

A. H. Morris, attorney, with a reference 
Mbrary of forty-seven volumes, carried to 
the courtroom in a leather strap and filled 
with ragged papers to mark citations, men- 
tioned historic incidents of prosecutions put 
to rout under ordinances nalled together with 
the unstable disjunctive or instead of the 
hard and reliable conjunctive and.“ L. D.

Seek to Define Charges. 

The point brought by the lawyers for the 
defense is that their clients should not be 
accused of “ practicing or permitting ’’ but 
of “practicing and permitting ''—both or 
either, but stated definitely, so that the ac- 
cused may know with what he is charged— 
with the practicing or the permitting—which, 
in the opinion of the defense, are widely dif- 
ferent things. 

The city of Chicago sent a detective to one 
of the alleged spiritualist meetings on July 
11 with intent to bring the participants to 
account under the ordinance of 1907 making 
the practice of spiritualism illegal. And all 
during this weighty discussion, which will 
be continued this mornng, the financal con- 
sideration involved is $1—of which the city 
detective asserts he was defrauded by eight- 
een spiritualists. 


TENNYSON RANKED AS POET 
NEXT TO THE BARD OF AVON. 


Prof: Paul Shorey of Chicago Univers- 
ity Extols Predecessor of the Present 
Laureate of England. 


Shakspeare first, but Tennyson second, 
among the world’s greatest English speaking 
poets was the order suggested yesterday by 
Prof. Pau! Shorey at the Tennyson centenary 
celebration in Mandel hall at the Universty 
of Chicago. Students and faculty members 
crowded the auditorium both afternoon and 
evening. , 

Wille ranking third or fourth in orig- 
inality, Tennyson is second in actual achieve- 
ment,” declared Prof. Shorey. “He was un- 
questionably the greatest poet in the nine- 
teenth century, when many great poets were 
produced in England. Nobody except Shak- 
spere has contributed so many phrases to the 
English language as Tennyson. Weare con- 
stantly speaking Tennysonian without being 
aware of it. Hissupremacy asa verbal artist 
cannot be disputed except by those insensi- 
tive to verbal art. 

„There is no poet whose works have 60 
few barren tracts. Tennyson has written 
more good poems than any other poet. it 
sounds strange to hear the argument that 
Tennyson was no thinker simply because he 
was an artist. Again he is accused of lack 
of humor because he was not uproariously 
funny, and of effeminacy because he sympa- 
thized with the woman's side.“ 

As an evolutionist Tennyson was termed a 
pioneer, being called the forerunner of 
Darwin and Spencer. 


BUSHES HIDE DEATH CURVE; 
CORONER VISITS THE SCENE. 


Obstructions to View Said to Have 
Made Thursday Night’s Wreck at 
South Chicago Unavoidable. 


Coroner Hoffman yesterday continued until 
Aug. 19 the inquest in the death of O. P. Best, 
the conductor who was killed in a wreck at 
One Hundred and Fourth street and In- 
dianapolis boulevard. A thorough inquiry 
will be made into the cause of the collision 
between a Pennsylvania passenger train and 
a street car, which resulted in one death and 
serious injury to more than forty persons.

The 
bushes obstruct the view and I shall order 
them cut down immediately. 

Most of those who were injured in the 
wreck will recover, according to the physi- 
cians at St. Bernard's, Englewood Union, 
and South Chicago hospitals. Several left 
the hospitals during the day and most of 
them probably will be discharged by the first 
of next week.

BIG BUILDING PLANNED. 


Institution to Have Permanent 
Home in Structure That Will 
Cost $2,500,900. 


The Harris Trust and Savings bank will 
shortly have a new and permanent home on 
Monroe street.

STOCKHOLM, Aug. 6.—The tense situa- 
tion arising from the general strike pro- 
claimed a few days ago tonight seemed to be 
relaxing. The grave diggers returned to 
work this afternoon and dissension is appar- 
ent in the ranks of the other strikers. The 
employers of some of the largest plants in 
Stockholm announce that their men will re- 
turn to work on Monday. 

The dissension in the ranks of the strikers, 
it is thought, may be indicative of a not far 
distant collapse of the movement. The strike 
leaders, however, seem determined that no 
compromise shall be made. 

The increasing cost of living and the 
difficulty of obtaining food is being felt and 
doubtless accounts for the fact that a large 
number of strikers have returned to work. 
The employés of the gas and electric works 
struck against the advice of the socialist 
leaders because they tesented the presence. 
of troops protecting the plants. - 

Two hundred conscripts of the regiments 
stationed at Falun made a demonstration 
today in sympathy with the strikers, during 
which they sang revolutionary songs.

ROCKS OLD MEXICO 


Gen. Reyes Slated for Retire- 
ment, According to High 
Authority. 


MILITARY ZONE CHANGED. 


Sweeping Shakeup as Result of 
Unrest in the Land of 
Diaz. 


Mexico City, Mexico. Aug. 6.—It is reported 
on apparehtly the highest authority that 
Gen, Bernardo Reyes soon will be retired as 
governor of the state of Nuevo Leon and will 


‘be succeeded by Gen. José Maria Moer, as- 


sistant secretary of war, who was sent to 
Monterey recently by President Diaz. 

In pursuance of the government’s policy to 
change the headquarters of the Third Mill- 
tary zone, many of the troops of the northern 
part of the republic will be concentrated at 
Monterey. The first body to be sent to that 
city will be the Twenty-third battery of ar- 
tillery, now in Tamaulipas. 


Sweeping Changes Are Made. 

Because of political unrest in the republic 
the administration has made sweeping 
changes within the last few days. 

The headquarters of the third military 
zone has been changed to Monterey, the 
governor of the state of Coahulla has been 
supplanted, and numerous officials of towns 
and cities have been changed, notably the 
administrative head of the city of Torreon. 
El Imparcial, the government organ, in its 
issue of today says: 

“These changes in the public administra- 
tion of Coahuila have a great political sig- 
nificande and the new functionaries are a 
guarantee of the tranquillity and progress 


of that state.” 
Reyes Boomed for Second Place. 


Gov. Cardonas, who recently was at the 
head of affairs in Coahuila, ls a close polit- 
ical and personal friend of Reyes, who is 
being boomed as the anti-administration 
party candidate for the vice presidency . 

The state of Coahuila was the scene of the 
recent bandit raids, reported as revolution- 
ary movements dy the press of the United 
States. Some of the chiefs of police of the 
regions affected were removed in the orders 
made. public today. 

Political interest is growing in intensity 
daily. The choice of president and vice pres- 
ident is to be made a year from next Sep- 


tember. 

Ambrosio Ulloa, a prominent lawyer and 
capitalist of Guadalajara, where serious 
riots occurred on July 25 and 26, has been 
arrested, charged with complicity in the 
movement. His arrest caused a sensation 
in opposition circles. .

One would imagine that a crossing 
which had been branded as ultra hazard- 
ous by its record of fatalities would have 
been the object of the special solicitude 
of the traction company whose passengers 
were subjected to the risks of that cross-_ 
ing. It seems, however, that it was 
not. There were no gates. There was 
no watchman. The only precaution taken 
consisted in the order to the conductor to 
see that the track was clear before letting 
his car go forward. That precantion was 
ineffective this week, as it has been on 
other occasions: The conductor was care- 
less, or his eyesight was poor. 

The traction company should have 
asked the municipal authorities long ago 
to force the railroad company to protect 
that dangerous crossing. Regard for the 
lives of its passengers and its own inter- 
ests should have induced it to do so. The 
city authorities should have acted without 
waiting to be asked. The same is true 
of the railroad concerned, but the roads 
are slow to act in matters of this kind on 
their own motion. They usually await a 
peremptory order. Nothing having been 
done as regards this crossing, a number 
of persons have been injured, with little 
prospect of redress. If they sue the trac- 
tion company it will say the railroad is 
responsible, and it, if sued, will put the 
blame on the traction company. 

The “death curve” should be so safe- 
guarded as to lose its evil name. The 
authorities should ascertain if there are 
any more dangerous points, and if they 


find any, order them to be made safe. 


Track elevation has disposed of some of 
them. It will remove others in time, but 
the community cannot be left unprotected 
in the meanwhile. 


SENATORS DISAGREE. ~ 
Senator Hale said the other day with 


much positiveness and pleasure that the 


tariff act does not give the president an- 
thority to investigate the cost of produc- 
tion at home and abroad. Special pains 
were taken by the house conferees, he 
said, to avoid the use of language which 
could be construed as giving the president 
power to gather information on which 
another tariff revision could be based. 
The senator and the conferees agree that 
a tariff should be based on complete ig- 
norance of actual conditions. 

But the day before Senator Hale an- 
mounced that the president could 
gather useful information, Senator 


drich said positively that he could. 


said he would do it more effectively than 
under the provision for the appointment 
of experts as it stood originally. 

This difference of opinion does not 
count for much. It is the president who 
will decide. If he cares to gather infor- 
mation as to the cost of production of 
dutiable commodities it will not be diffi- 
cult for him to find a way to do it, pro- 
vided foreign manufacturers are inclined 
to give information, which they will not 
be in all cases. It must be admitted, 
however, that the conferees laboriously 
eliminated every phrase in which there 
might lurk a suggestion of something 
which might develop into a tariff commis- 
sion. They will have none of that. The 
law simply empowers the-president to em- 
ploy. such persons as may be required to 
secure information as to whether foreigi 
countries are unduly’ discriminating 
against the United States and shouid 
have the maximum duties imposed on 
their preducts. 

Senator Beveridge has announced that 
he will fight to the bitter end for his 
tariff commission bill, which he has rein- 
troduced, but the Philistines will be too 
‘much for him. 


YOUNGER BLOOD. 

Carping critics of the weather bureau 
have been saying for some time that it 
needed new blood. They have dwelt on 
the predicted storms which did not come 
and the unpredicted ones which did. Thus 
have they endeavored to shake faith in a 
department of the national government 
which the people depend on to tell them 
when they are to carry umbrellas and 
when they are to be uncomfortably warm. 

The head of the weather bureau seems 
to admit that this adverse criticism is 
not altogether ill founded. If everything 
were moving smoothly he would make 
no changes, but he has announced one. 
There is to be an infusion of “ younger 
blood.” Some of the prognosticators who 
have grown gray in the service are to go, 
and younger men, more lively in their no- 
tions, less apt to fall asleep at ‘their 
posts, with better eyesight and more am- 
bition, are te replace them.

PARDONABLE PROFANITY. 

John B, Coleman is a reputable citizen 
of Eugene, Ore. He has lived a blame- 
less life and has always been respected 
by bis fellow citizens, He bas been faith- 
ful in his domestic and civic duties, 
courteous in conduct, temperate of speech, 
and conspicuously philanthropic. 
recently he gave $50,000 to Eugene Bible 
university, a Protestant theological insti- 
tution. He is 60 years of age and up to 
this time has never been known to display 
bad temper. 

While taking his daily walk abroad 
recently an automobile, driven at a high 
rate of speed, came upon Mr. Coleman 
so suddenly, and without any warning, 
that he was nearly run down. He barely 
escaped by a quick dodge, and as the ma- 
chine disappeared in the distance Mr. 
Coleman, standing in a cloud of dust and 
stinking smoke, turned and vented his 
wrath upon its occupants in a burst of. 
profanity so vociferous and eloquent that 
it attracted the attention of the chief of 
police, who was standing a block away. 
Now, there is an ordinance in the Eugene 
code providing penalties for profanity. 
There is also an ordinance providing pen- 
alties for fast automobile driving. The 
chief of police made no effort to enforce 
the latter. It was easier to catch Mr. 
Coleman, standing dazed and profanely in 
the wake of the machine, than the ma- 
chine itself. So Mr. Coleman was run in 
and he was fined for profanity. 

The fine itself is a matter of no conse 
quence, for Mr. Coleman is a wealthy 
man, but the question arises whether the 
aggravation was not sufficient to justify 
him in his use of expletives. If there is 
anything calculated to arouse the ire even 
of a righteous man, unlock the secret 
sources of profanity which abide in the 
inner consciousness of every living soul, 
and “ provoke a saint,“ it is the proximity 
of an automobile which gives you no 
warning. just grazes you as it tears by at 
twenty or thirty miles an hour, and leaves 


‘you blinded with’dust and half smothered 


in its noxious fumes. The police court

THE ANTI-SHAVIAN CONSPIRACY. 

Things have come to a pretty pass 
when a conspiracy of suppression can be 
made as effective as that which has as 
its victim the distinguished George Ber- 
nard Shaw. It is not enough that the 
British censor will not permit his plays 
to be produced. Now comes the parlia- 
mentary committee investigating the cen- 
sor and it will not permit Mr. Shaw to 
talk. 

Unless much misinformation has found 
its way to this side of the Atlantic the 
case before the investigators is largely 
that of Mr. Shaw vs. the reader of plays, 
and if the dramatic Socialist or socialistic 
dramatist is not to talk on the subject, 
pray what is the purpose of the inquiry? 
Yet with pain we read in the cables that 
when Mr. Shaw, having had many clubs 
in pickle for this gnardian of dramatic 
morals, comes blithesomely into the com- 
mittee room with the glad light of bat- 
tle in his eyes, swinging his bludgeons 
and prepared to whale the gathered dust 
of centuries out of the complacent hide 
of the censor, he is informed “icily” by 
the chairman that his testimony is not de- 
sired. Stung unendurably by this recep- 
tion, he grabs his hat and stalks.out, fol- 
lowed by the titters of the spectators. 

They have treated George Bernard 
Shaw unkindly in many ways, but this 
is inhuman. It is more than that. It 
is dangerous. Of what can an infatu- 
ated nation be dreaming when it endeav- 
ors to cork up the irrepressible. Tem- 
porary success may attend these efforts, 
but, mark the prophecy, Mr. G. B. Shaw 
will break his bands and something will 
happen to the institutions of a short 
sighted country. 

Great Britain would do well to give 
over worrying about the Zeppelin war 
balloons and take a care for something 
which is about to go up on its own fair 
shores. Mr. Shaw is not always dirigi- 
ble, but he is about to arise and scatter 
destruction from Lands End to John 
o Groat’s house.

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ERMAN genealogists have taken ex- 

ception to the claims put forward by 

the French that John D. Rockefeller 

is descended from the marquesses of 

Roquefeuil. in the province of Langue- 
doc, who were driven out of France by the 
revocation of the edict of Nantes. 

They have, by dint of careful Investigation 
of state, communal, and parish records of 
the former principality of Neuwied, ascer- 
tained that he is descended from Johann Thiel 
Rockenfeller, who emigrated with his wife, 
Anna Gertrude Alsdorf, and children, from 
Bonefeld, in 1735, to Germantown. in New 
York. It is shown further that this John 
Thiel Rockenfeller was the fourth son of a 
certain. Tonges Rockenfeller, who in 1685 
married Gertrude Paull. at Banefeld. 

Tonges Rockenfeller himself was born in 

1660, his father, Johann Wilhelm Rocken- 
feller, hailing from Ehlscheid. This disposes 
absolutely of the Gallic story to the effect 
that the Standard Oil magnate is descended 
from the Languedoc marquesses. 
John Thiel Rockenfeller, the ancestor of 
John D. Rockefeller, and who emigrated 
to America in 1735, was by no means the only 
member of his family to seek his fortune in 
the new world. His cousins, Johann Peter 
Rockenfeller and John Wilhelm Rockenfel- 
ler, had emigrated from Segendorf, in the 
principality of Neuwied, to Ringoes, N. J., a 
few years earlier. The parish records show 
that the Rockenfellers were numerous in the 
principality of Neuwied, not only at Bonefeld 
and Segendorf, but also at Altwied, at Mels- 
bach, Rengsdorf, and Ehischeid, in the latter 
part of the sixteenth and throughout all the 
seventeenth and eighteenth centuries. 

It is a curious fact that the parish regis- 
ters of the Neuwied -village of Fahr show 
that a Johann Rockenfeller was born there 
on July 26, 1841, and that in his boyhood he 
emigrated to America to join his relatives. 
Some persons have attempted to identify him 
with the petroleum king. But there is noth- 
ing to warrant this extravagant belief, ex- 
cept the mystery which has always existed 


_with regard to the father of John D. Rocke- 


feller. 
> 

Mrs..Maxwell-Scott, who has arrived in this 
country with her husband, on her way to visit 
one of their sons, settled in British Columbia, 
is the great-granddaughter of Sir Walter 
Scott, the novelist, and the owner of Abbots- 
ford, the home which he created for him- 
self. 

Sir Walter's daughter married John Lock- 
hart, the historian. They had three children, 
the youngest of whom, Charlotte, married 
James Hope, who received the permission of 
the crown to assume the name of Hope-Scott. 
The Hope-Scotts had three children, the eld- 
est of whom, Mary Monica Hope-Scott, is the 
present owner of Abbotsford. In 1874 she 
married the Hon. Joseph Maxwell. younger 
brother of Lord Herries of Everingham Park, 
and her husband, after the wedding, took the 
necessary steps to assume the name of Max- 
wéll-Scott, which he now bears. 

Mrs. Maxwell-Scott is a niece of the duke 
of Norfolk, and her husband's brother is the 
father of the present duchess of Norfolk; 
so that she is doubly related to the premier 
peer of the realm. 

Mrs. Maxwell-Scott was the object of an 
unusual mark of graciousness on her pre- 
sentation at court during the late reign. 
Queen Victoria was in the habit of accord- 
ing a ceremonial kiss to peeresses, and to 
daughters of peers, on their first presenta- 
tion. Mrs. Maxwell-Scott could lay claim to 
no such distinction of birth. But when she 
was presented at a drawing room at Bucking- 
ham palace by the duchess of Buccleuch, the 
queen, who always preferred the Waverly 
novels to every other form of romantic lit- 
erature, kissed her on both cheeks, exclaim- 
ing: Here is all we have left of Sir Wal- 
ter?” 

— 

Mrs. Maxwell-Scott bears a considerable 
resemblance to her celebrated great-grand- 
father, and the familiar drooping eyes of Sir 
Walter look out from beneath a wide. full 
brow, which is so like that of Chantry's head 
of the novelist that it might have served asa 
model. She herself is a gifted writer, and 
has edited the last and best edition of Sir 
Walter's Diary,“ has been a frequent con- 
tributor to Harper's and other American 
magazines, and is the author of “ Incidents 
in Scottish History.“ The Making of Ab- 
botsford,“ and several other popular works. 

It always was asserted that the late queen 
promised, on the birth of Mrs. Maxwell 
Scott’s eldest boy, who bears the Christian 
name of Walter, that when he attained his 
twenty-first year she would bestow a knight- 
hood or baronetcy upon him, so as to revive 
the title of Sir Walter Scott. But for some 
reason or other she neglected to fulfill this 
pledge, if indeed it was ever seriously made; 
and although he served with gallantry 
throughout the Boer war, winning the Dis- 
tinguished Service order, as a captain of the 
Cameron highlanders, he remains without 
the promised handle to his name to this day. 

I may add that there is a baronet of the 
name of Sir Walter Scott, head of the great 
publishing house of Walter Scott & Co., but 
he is in no way connected, either directly or 
indirectly, with the creator of Abbotsford. 

— 

Just what the imposts contained in the new 
budget of the British government mean to 
land owners, will be understood when it js 
shown that the earl of Ilchester will be forced 
under its provisions either to cut up the su- 
perb park and gardens with which his metro- 
politan residence, Holland house, is sur- 
rounded, or else to pay additional taxes under 
the head of * undeveloped land,“ to the tune 
of nearly $100,000 a year. 

As Lord Ilchester does not see hjs way to 
make a gift of between two and three mil- 
lion dollars to the treasury—for that is the 
capital sum of the annual amount of which 
he will be mulcted in taxes for the park and 
garden around Holland house—he undoubt- 
edly will sell the property if the government 
carries its revolutionary budget through par- 
liament. 

The disappearance of Holland house would 
be a great loss to the British metropolis. It 
lies in the very center of Kensington, and 
may be said to be a beautiful oasis in the 
midst of a desert of brick and mortar. The 
house dates from the reign of Queen Eliza- 
beth, but the park around it is much older. 
The mansion has been occupied in turn by 
Oliver Cromwell, by William Penn, and by 
Addison, who died in the apartment now occu- 
pied by Lord Ilchester as a dining room. 

The finest room in the house is the so-called 
gilt chamber, originally prepared for Charles 
I. and his French bride, Queen Henrietta. 
Lord Macaulay, the historian, was a frequent 
guest there, and it was in the park of Holland 
house that George III. courted Lady Sarah 
Lennox, to whom many historians insist he 
was secretly married. 

The founder of the family of which Lord 
Jichester, the present owner, is the chief, was 
Sir Stephen Fox, who began life as a poor 
choir boy, and who had the good luck to hear 
of the death of Oliver Cromwell before any 
one else, and was the first to inform Charles 
II. of the news. This won for him the good 
will of the Merrie Monarch, who gradually 
promoted him until he became a knight, a 
member of the privy council, a lord of the 
treasury, and paymaster of the army. He 
had two sons, the elder of whom became the 
first Lord Ilchester, while the second son be- 
came the first Lord Holland. The latter's 
family ‘became extinct with the death of the 
last Lord Holland in 1859, and on the de- 
cease of his widow Holland house passed into 
the possession of her kinsman, the late Lord 
Iichester. 

—

After paying the charge of 25 cents a person 
we were sent into the bathhouse and a ne- 
gro woman attendant came to wait on us. 
We were entitled to the use of a room and 
locker, instead of which we got a smal] 
locker about a foot wide, thirty-six inches 
high, and ten or twelve inches deep, for two 
people, to take care of our shoes, coats 
towels, etc. I spoke to the manager regard- 
ing this and his only reply was: We are 
crowded today and that is the best you will 
get. If you don't like it, don’t take t.“

of the Atlantic, may explore the pages of her 
daughter’s book as if they were veritable 
chambers of memory. 

The first volume covered the exploits of 
Dr. Howe in Prussia, in Greece arid other 
European countries, where he allied himself 
with various struggling causes and peoples; 
and the second volume opens with a recital 
of his interest in the blind. He found them 
in the early thirties, a neglected and un- 
taught group of human creatures, consigned 
to the role of tragedy; and he made it his 
business to devise a manner by which they 
might open for themselves, the storehouse 
of written ideas. As his compassion grew 
by what it fed on, he found himself to*ven 
a greater extent, the sympathizer with those 
who were still more grievously afflicted, the 
deaf and the blind. He and his fellow work- 
ers—but he, particularly—conceived the idea 
of the institution for the blind, and the meth- 
ods of their instruction; and when he had 
somehow sent his spirit on messages even 
into the formidable prison-house in which 
poor little Laura Bridgeman dwelt, and had 


put her into communication with her kind. 


the world gave him that hearty applause 
which it offers now and then to great liber- 
ators. 


It sometimes occurred to me,“ he wrote 
in one of his journals, “ that she was like a 
person alone and helpless in a deep, dark, 
still pit, and that I was letting down a cord 
and dangling it about, in hopes she might 
find it; and that finally she would seize it by 
chance, and, clinging to it, be drawn by it up 
into the light of day and into human society. 
And so it did happen; and thus she, instinct- 
ively and unconsclously, aided in her happy 
dellverance. 

Charles Dickens speaks of her as: “A 
fair young creature with every human fac~- 
ulty, and hope, and powers of goodness and 
affection, inclosed within her delicate frame, 
and but one outward sense—the sense of 
touch. There she was, before me; built up, 
as it were, in a marble cell impervious to any 
ray of light, or particle of sound; with her 
poor white hand peeping through a chink in 
the wall, beckoning to some good man for 
help, that an immortal soul might’be awak- 
ened.” 

That the soul possessed, even in the midst 
of appalling solitude, its own characteris- 
tics, and that the mysterious thing known as 
personality existed, choked though it was 
by these so grievous afflictions of impercep- 
ion, Dr. Howe asserts strongly. Laura 
Bridgeman had character even when her 
mind received almost no external impres- 
sions, and while yet her face wore no more 
expression than that of one of the lower 
domestic animals, : 

With such awards for perseverance as 
Laura Bridgeman gave her benefactor, it 
was not surprising that, even when he took 
the beautiful and brilliant Julia Ward as 
his bride to Europe, he should inquire 
in every community if there were any poor 
creatures similiarly afflicted. He found many 
and would stop on his honeymoon journey to 
give them a few lessons and to instruct 
their relatives in the manner in which their 
dark prison house of self might be opened 
up. 

As the years went by his services for the 
unfit ’’’ increased in number. The ideals he 
held for the care of the insane and the feeble 
minded never have been attained to in this 
country, and one cannot but suggest that 
those who have such matters at heart should 
journey to Boston and read in his journals 
all he had to say upon such subjects. Far 
as the realization fell short of his dreams, 
however, he was able to alter vastly the 
condition of those who, before his coming, 
were cast aside as the mere flotsam of hu- 
manity. His benefactions to the half witted 
were particularly notable. He was, indeed, 
the first to suggest and to insist with all the 
splendid passion of a great enthusiast that 
mind was worth developing even when there 
was but a fragment of it. It was the busi- 
ress of those who were equipped with mental 
vigor to fan the sacred spark wherever they 
met it. Dr. Howe had an instinctive affec- 
tion for these gentle and amiable folk 
who were born without the proper amount of 
motor power, and to assist in their mental 
improvement and their moral uplift became 
one of the several great works of his life. 
Particularly did he aim to inculcate in them 
a consciousness of their souls and their 
powers of self-control. ‘‘ Will not God. he 
demanded, in his righteous judgments de- 
mand them at our hands?“ 


„Even if we descend to lower considera- 
tions,” he adds, and regard the economy 
of things, we shall find that worldy wisdom 
would teach us to train our idiots to habits 
of industry. Of the many who are now sup- 
ported at the public charge only a few do 


rifices which exceeded any of theirs in his 
Promulgation of free soil principles. When 
Webster voted for the fugitive slave law he 
suffered with Whittier, and Mann, and Long- 
tellow, and all lovers of liberty. In 1856, 
though he was no longer young, he joined 
the immigrants. who were endeayoring to 
force their way into Kapsas to preedrvp it 
for the nonslaveholding portion of the 
union, He wrote letters from Tabor, Ia., 
| and from different portions of the Nebraska 
territory, and his communications had, no 
doubt, much to do with the formation of 
opinion in the east in regard to the attitude 
toward Missouri. He had a strong fellow- 
‘ship with “the sober, resolute, working- 
men and their wives, who were lying with- 
out the borders of Kansas awaiting the con- 
sent of border men to enter and civilize a 
community whose principles Were, to say the 

“I wish,” he writes, that our friends in 
the east could Know the character and be- 
havior of these immigrants. They are and 


these vast prairies waiting patiently for the 
signal to move, exhausting all peaceful re- 
sources and negotiations before resorting to 
force. There is no liquor in the whole camp; 
no smoking, no swearing, no irregularity. 
They drink cold water, live mostly on mush 
and rice and the simplest, cheapest fare. 
They have instructions for the little chil- 
dren; they have Sunday schools, prayer meet- 
ings, and are altogether a most sober and 
earnest community.” 


Such reports stirred the old Puritan blood 
in the east, and brought an incalculable 
number of converts to the Free Soi! party. 

Dr. Howe was not, however, prepared for 
the civil wer, He paused perhaps before the 
angent fetish of “‘ vested interests. Though 
he had known John Brown and welcomed 
him in his home, and though he perceived 
the magnitude of his intention and the pur- 
pose of his martyrdom, he still could not see 
how a force was to be put in the field for 
the purpose of 'taking-from the slave owners 
the property which was legally theirs. 

Once the long struggle was entered upon, 
however, he turned his powérs of organiza- 
tion and those trained faculties of benevo- 
lence which endowed him with a sort of 
genius to the question of the sanitary com- 
mission. On this he labored long and faith- 
fully, sending home from the front at inter- 
vals reports which would assist the home 
workers, or restrain them in a too generous 
contribution of supplies. 

At the age of , the Cretan insurrection 
again aroused Dr. Howe’s interest in the 
subject of Grecian liberty, even as a similar 
effort had stirred him forty-five years before. 
Again his vigorous and lucid pen was put 
to work. He depicted the indignities and 
persecutions which thege Christians suffered 
at the hands of their Moslem rulers; pictured 
their burned villages, and their miserable 
refuges in the mountains, their piarvation, 
their unspeakable hardships, and he not 
only secured ship loads of food and cloth- 
ing for them, but with his family went to as- 
sist in the righteous distribution of it. 


Writing from Crete and bearing witness to 
the squalor, rags, and bitter privation of 
their lot, he does not fail to pay tribute to 
the moral condition of these people, whom he 
speaks of as ‘chaste, sober, frugal, and 
withal self-respectful.“ It was elemental! 
with him to consider above all things the 
spiritual estatè of any unfortunate with 
whom he might have dealings. . 

Of the home life of Dr. Howe Mra, Rich- 
ards tells too little. No doubt she found 
‘her volumes growing to undue proportions, 
or perhaps she wished to reserve material 
of that sort for a future memofr of ber 
mother. Enough, however, ig presented to 
show this tender, strong, intense n in his 
attitude toward his wife and his children. 
Evidently he was at high pressure even there, 
and no detail was permitted to assume a 
fictitious importance. He was conducting 
great humanitarian enterprises, and his 
family was made to feel the importance of 
those concerns. His children were the friends 
and constant visitors of the blind at the in- 
stitution, and of the gentle big children, the 
feeble minded, at their home. f

Mr. Frederic R. Burton, whose Strong- 
heart made such a favorable impression a 
few years ago, has written another story 
that demonstrates his knowledge of Indian 
character.’ The present book bears the title, 
“ REDCLOUD OF PHE LAKES” (Dillings 
ham), and has been years in the making. It 
was planned and partly written while the 
author was traveling in Europe with his In- 
dian company, but was laid aside that its 
predecessor might be given to the public. 
Redeloud himself is known in many cities of 
the United States, Canada, and England, fur 
he was the most conspicuous member of an 
Indian party that accompanied the author 
when he, gave his lecture entertainments 
on Indian life, and the rémarkable beauir 
of his face and figure and the affectionate- 
ness of his manner readily attracted persons 
to him, 

The story in which he enters as a strong 
character near the close is a true historical 
novel, embracing three generations of the 
Indian family to which he belongs. From the 
old Megissun, whom we see at first prepar- 
ing for his initiation into manhood in strict 
accord with Indian rites, steeped in the prim- 
itive Ute of the forests, and all the super- 
stitions that make up the Indian cosmogony. 
to Redcloud. who plans for the education of 
his children according to white men’s stand- 
ards, is a long step. Yet it is the one com- 
passed here, and besides we see all the in- 


. fluences brought by the white man to bear 


upon the red man, and doomed to make of 
its representations a pathetically impossible 
problem. Megissun, partly through instinct, 
partly through the strength of Indian tra- 
dition, fought against the encroachments of 
the white, even when it concerned the happi- 
ness of one of his own children, and Red- 
cloud, who ig living today, solved the prob- 
lem of his children’s future just as it is solved 
in the book. . 

In fact this gave the inspiration to Mr. Bur- 
ton to write the story. But when ali mw sald 
this remains a masterly story, one that will 
be long remembered for the picture it gives 
of Indian life and character. A picture of 
great attractiveness, too, whéréin sweetness 
and human worthiness occupy large space. 
After reading it the Indian appears less the 
outcast; he is one of muscles, so far as much 
of his makeup goes; not in feelings, but only 
in degree, in sensitiveness, and in emphasis, 
due to his pécullar education—his habits of 
life—does he differ from us, and there are 
in the Indian ranks men and women who, 
living up to their standards while they 
see and realize the disaster facing them, 
claim our respect for what they are. The 
Indian of the past, of the primitive back 
woods, has been given a large place in his- 
tory; the Indian of the frontier warfare his 
also come in for his share; and Inalan char- 
acter, 
their due in idealization, but RE DCLOUD 
OF THE LAKES ” rings true to every trial.

NEW YORK, Aug. 6.—[Special.]—It be- 
came apparent shortly after the opening of the 
stock market today that heavy selling and 
consequent declines in securities in the final 
hour of business on Thursday were the re- 
sult of a concentrated movement against 
the market by speculators for a fall. The 
basis of this movement apparently was found 
in the signing of the tariff bill by Taft. 

In the place of the weakness naturally 
looked for at the opening of the market today, 
following so reactionary a closing, there was 
decided strength. Apparently banking in- 
terests in the financial district as well as 
larger market operators and the public gen- 
erally took a different view of the settlement 
of tariff legislation from that indulged in 
by the general speculative community Thurs- 
day afternoon. Commission house buying en- 
larged materially, and as the market de- 
velaped gtrength short covering promoted ad- 
ditional advances, which ran steadily on to 
the close of the session, when the general 
level of prices was higher than any touched 
heretofore in the present movement. 


Liberal Buying of High Grade Issues. 


was the liberal buying of high class railroad 
shares and of the better grade of industrial 
stocks. St. Paul, Union Pacific, Northwest- 
ern, Northern Pacific, and Atchison were All 
in demand, while United States Steel common 
touched a new high record at 76%, with cor- 
responding strength im American Smelting, 
American Car and Foundry, American Lo- 
comotive, American Cotton Oil, and Genera) 
Electric. 

The outlook for continued ease for money, 
for an excellent government crop report on 
Monday, and for continued expansion of 
general business undoubtedly underlay 
the obvious investment buying of the 
day. On the grain market prices were 
heavy again, owing to favorable crop 
news from the three big spring wheat 
states, and to a forecast by the Modern 
Miller of larger yields of wheat in other 
states than had been generally anticipated. 
Among minor items of the day’s news were 
again many referring to substantial pur- 
chases of equipment and supplies of all kinds 
by railroads, while reflecting trade activity, 
was the compilation of bank clearings for 
the present week, showing a gain of 30.3 per 
cent over the same week last year and about 
16 per cent over the first week of August, 
1906. 


Subtreasury Loss Reduced. 


Preliminary estimates of the currency 
movements of the week foreshadowed a cash 
loss by local banks of not less than $2,000,000.

Stock of the Pullman company advanced 
yesterday from-an opening at 104 to 200.

For some little 
time there has been persistent buying of the 
shares by one of the large local houses. The 
buying is coincident with a rumor to the 
effect that the company intends either to 
pay an extra dividend or issue new stock, 
much to the profit of the shareholders. 

The company’s surplus is between $7,000,- 
000 and $8,000,000, while the capital stock is 
$100.000,000. There does not appear to be 
much of a melon in the surplus alone. The 
company, however, has @ rea) estate account 
which may furnish the basis for a distribu- 
tion of new capital. At the same time earn- 
ings are showing a good improvement. 

The Pullman company has a record for 
treating its stockholders to large and unex- 
pected bonuses. In 1898 it declared an extra 
cash dividend of 20 per cent on the then cap- 
ital stock of $36,000.000. In November of the 
same year it declared an extra stock dividend 
of $18,000,000, bringing the capital up to 

Next, in November, 1906, it declared an 
extra stock dividend of 36 per cent, or $26,- 
000,000, increasing the capital to $100,000,000. 
In elght years, therefére, the shareholders 
received an extra cash dividend of 20 per 
cent, an extra stock dividend of 50 per cent, 
and a further stock dividend of 36 per cent, 
a total of 106 per cent. 

That the rumor at this time of something

Other reports from spring 
wheat sections were favorable, and cutting is 
under way at different points throughout our 
northwest. 

The Michigan crop report as wired by King of 
Toledo estimated the August corn condition at 84, 
compared to 83 last month, and Ta year ago, when 
the crop was 50,000,000 bu. Wheat yield, 17 bu 
per acre, against 16 last month, and 17 bu @ year 
ago. Quality excellent. Oats yleld estimated at 
20 bu, compared to3layearago. Rye yield placed 
at 15 bu. 

Australian shipments of wheat for the week 
were 208,000 bu, compared with 208,000 bu last 
week and 806,000 bu the corresponding week last 
year.

Dry Goods. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 6.—Marshall Field 4 Co., in 
their weekly review of the dry goods trade, stated: 
„ Silk stocks are very active, particularly all silk 
chiffon moire, crystal cords, faille, and moire 
cotele. Choice waisting patterns in fancies are 
being well taken by the trade. Sateen arid lining 
quotations show an upward tendency, and business 
in this class of merchandise is away above antici- 
pation. Present indications are that linings will 
be more generally used for fall; especially is this 
true of the softer finish materials. Prices on 
all cotton fabrics, such as hemmed huck towe’s, 
crash, ete., will gradually go higher, owing to 
the advance in raw materials. The indication 
that the cotton supply will be considerably less 
than the same time a year ago establishes to a 
certain extent the fact that reorders for this class 
of cotton materials will be hard to. place at any- 
thing like initial purchase quotations. Wash dress 
fabrics remain very firm, and buyers in the market, 
almost to a unit, seem to appreciate this stability, 
as substantial quantities are being taken up with- 
out hesitancy.’’ 

Carson, Pirte, Scott & Co., in their weekly review 
of the wholesale dry goods markej, said: Busi- 
ness in novelty laces for fall trade was stimulated 
by an unusually large number of important buyers 
in the market. Western merchants selected the 
finer qualities particularly. Beaded and jet laces, 
as well as embroidery laces, both in bands and all- 
overs, were purchased liberally in black, white, 
champagne, and all the new colors. The immense 
popularity of jet buttons will continue. They are 
the chief feature of fall dress trimmings, and, 
being an imported line, it is difficult to keep the 
supply up to the demand. Jet is extensively used 
in guimpes, bands, and garnitures. The unusually 
large attendance of silk buyers was due to the 
notable and extraordinary special offering in that 
line. Many new arrivais are expected next week. 
The demand for foreign dress fabrics was con- 
spicuous in club taffeta, check, and satin effects. 
Merchants generally are showing good judgment 
in purchasing cotton hosiery now. Indicaticns 
point strongly to an increased use ef furs, espe- 
cially in the better qualities.“

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HEARS REVIEWERS 
ANNUL PENALTIES 


Legislative Subcommittee to 
Investigate Report of Con- 
| sistent Clemency. 


ON FREE LIST. 


Number of Institutions Take Ad- 
vantage of the Law Grant- 
ing Exemptions. 


REALTY 


Already the subcommittee of the house 
revenue committee appointed by Chairman 
PFieldstack to investigate the board of re- 
view has struck a lead which gives promise 
of results. It having been, called to the at- 
tention of Chairman Charles Lederer of the 
subcommittee that the board of review has 
been making a general practice of removing 
the penalties assessed by the board of assess- 
ors against the persons and ns 
which have failed to file schedules, the 
committee proposes to take this matter = 
and fing out why, and by what authority the 
board is doing this. 

Section 813 of the revenue act provides as 
follows: The assessor shall require every 
person to make, sign, and swear to the sched- 
ule provided for by this act. If any person 
shall refuse to make the schedule herein re- 
quired, or to subscribe and swear tothe same, 
the assessor shall list the property of such 
person according to his best knowledge, in- 
formation, and judgment, at its fair cash 
value, and shall add to the valuation of such 
list an amount equal to 50 per cent of such 
valuation.“ 


Penalties Pile Up, Then Dwindle. 


The board of assessors this year made ita 

general rule to follow this provision in the 
statutes, and in a great many instancesthey 
determined the valuation and assessed the 
penalty against wealthy persons and some of 
the large corporations which had failed to 
file schedules. zt was estimated that pen- 
allies aggregating several millions of dol- 
lars had been assessed by the board of as- 
sessors. 
When these persons and corporations dis- 
covered they had been penalized, they 
promptly filed cemplaints with the board of 
re view, and in nearly every instance so far 
during its session, the board has removed 
the penalty after hearing these complaints. 
The only reason that the members have given 
for taking this course, so far, has been that 
after hearing the individual cases they had 
been convinced that the assessments were 
teo high. 

The statute is plain,“ said Chairman Led- 
erer, and there is no reason why the board 
of review should undertake to nullify it, that 
I can see. That provision was put in to pro- 
vide a punishment for those who willfully 
refuse to schedule their property, and to 
make them comply withthestatutes. If that 
provision is not enforced it encourages peo- 
We to disregard the law. We shall ask the 
board of review to explain their action.”’ 


Institutions on Free List. 


Much real estate which hitherto has con- 
tributed its annual quota of taxes was placed 
on the free list during the day by the 
board of review. It was no voluntary action 
on the part of the board; in fact, they 
struggled against granting the exemptions, 
but there was the law which frees churches 
and certain kinds of educational institutions, 
such as parochial schools, from the necessity 
of paying taxes, which the members of the 
board had to obey: 

The Northwestern university has a charter 
which specifically exempts its real estate 
holdings from taxation, and H. H. C. Miller, 
representing the institution, succeeded in 
having the board of review expunge from 

the tax list a large amount of real estate in 

Evanston and Wilmette, which recently has 

been acquired by the university. 

Some questions were put up to the board 
which it could not decide during the day. 
Morgan Park academy formerly was oper- 
ated by the University of Chicago as a prep- 
aratory school, but in recent years it has 
been run strictly as a private school by 
Henry D. Abells, C. E. Duncan, J. S., Ber- 
quist, and E. J. Price, and the members of the 
board were unable to determine whether they 
came in under the exemption clause or not. 

It was ann@inced that after consultation 

with its attorney, the board will render a 
decision in this and certain other cases some 


time next week. 
Moody Institute a Petitioner. 


Moody Bible institute was represented by 
its business manager, A. F. Gaylord, who 
sought to get the board to free its property 
at 81 Institute place from taxes. The build- 

ing is used for dormitory and office purposes. 
Several medical colleges’: representatives 
also were at the board rooms early seeking 
to escape taxation on their property, among 
them being the Bennett Medical College of 
Eclectic Medicine and Surgery at 412 Fulton 
street. The land is assessed at $9,300, but 
the board could not determine the justice of 
the assessment immediately. 

Adolph D. Werner tried to get the board to 
erase the assessment against the property of 
the First Hungarian congregation at West 
Polk street and Marshfield avenue, which 
now appears upon the tax list with a valua- 

tion of $47,442. He claimed the property was 
used for religious purposes. St. Vincent's 
asylum, located at Superior street and La 
Salle avenue, owns eleven acres of vacant 
land in Edison Park, which Attorney F. A.

Mr. Farwell, who has taken an interest in 
Rosenthal's case, said that he believed his 
story to be absolutely true and that he would 
insist upon an inquiry being made into the
